IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  regula¬ 
tions  be  made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section 
0a  of  the  “  Moving  Pictures  Act,”  as  enacted  by 
section  2  of  the  “  Moving  Pictures  Act  Amendment 
Act,  1929,"  ns  follows:— 

Regulations  governing  appeals  from  decisions  of 
the  Censor  under  section  Ga  of  the  “  Moving  Pic¬ 
tures  Act.” 

1.  Upon  the  filing  witli  the  Censor  of  the  notice 
of  appeal  accompanied  by  the  deposit  of  the  pre¬ 
scribed  appeal  fee,  the  Censor  shall  forthwith 
notify  each  member  of  the  Appeal  Board  of  the 
appeal,  personally  or  by  letter  sent  by  registered 
mail  to  the  address  of  the  member. 

2.  The  film  or  slide  which  is  the  subject  of  the 
appeal  shall  be  inspected  and  the  appeal  shall  be 
heard  by  the  Appeal  Board  at  the  Government 
demonstration  office  or  at  some  place  in  the  City 
of  Vancouver  provided  by  the  appellant  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Appeal  Board.  All  costs  incidental 
to  such  inspection  at  a  place  other  than  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  demonstration  office  shall  be  borne  by  the 
appellant. 

3.  The  Censor  shall  facilitate  the  hearing  of 
the  appeal,  and  to  that  end  shall  act  as  clerk  of 
the  Ajjpeal  Board  in  arranging  with  the  appellant 
for  the  hearing  and  inspection  at  a  time  and  place 
approved  by  the  Appeal  Board. 

4.  In  the  absence,  for  any  cause,  of  one  member 
of  the  Appeal  Board  the  two  members  present  may 
act  on  the  hearing  of  the  appeal,  and  may  together 
decide  the  appeal ;  but  if  the  two  members  do  not 
agree  in  a  decision  the  appellant  shall  be  entitled 
to  have  the  appeal  reheard  forthwith  by  the  three 
members  of  the  Appeal  Board  without  further 
notice  of  appeal  or  further  deposit  of  appeal  fee 
on  the  part  of  the  appellant.

Rule  76. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
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1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.  Such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  one  daily 
and  one  weekly  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  When  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  be  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 
district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  Such  notice  shall 
in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  six  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a  printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices  pub¬ 
lished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affidavit 
or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a  copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  or  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.

whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 


departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and 
a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  departed  from.

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  paper;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not 
to  be  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  dur¬ 
ing  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof.

THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report  dated  31st  July,  1929, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting  that 
The  Edmonton,  Dunvegan  and  British  Columbia 
Railway  Company  has  applied  for  letters  patent 
covering  lands  required  for  the  right-of-way  of  the 
railway  in  tin'  North-east  Quarter  of  Section  36, 
Township  71.  Range  2,  west  of  the  5th  meridian, 
in  the  Lesser  Slave  Forest  Reserve,  in  the  Province 
of  Alberta,  which  may  be  more  particularly  de¬ 
scribed  as  follows : — 

That  portion  of  the  North-east  Quarter  of  Sec¬ 
tion  36,  Township  71,  Range  2,  west  of  the  5th 
meridian,  taken  for  railway  right-of-way  purposes 
as  shown  coloured  pink  on  a  plan  of  survey  of 
the  Edmonton.  Dunvegan  and  British  Columbia 
Railway,  signed  by  J.  L.  Cote,  D.L.S.,  on  the  14th

THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  12th  August, 
1929,  from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting 
that  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  18th  of  June,  1925, 
the  Abernethy-Lougheed  Logging  Company,  Lim¬ 
ited,  which  is  operating  extensively  in  the  vicinity 
of  Stave  Lake,  in  the  Railway  Belt,  in  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia,  was  granted  permission  to 
export  certain  cedar  timber  for  a  period  of  six 


months;  (hat  in  consequence  of  the  congested  slate 
of  (he  cedar  market  several  extensions  of  time  have 
been  granted  by  Orders  in  Council  to  the  said  com¬ 
pany  permitting  them  to  continue  expoiling,  lie 
last  extension  granted  being  six  months  I  com  the 
22nd  of  January,  1929,  the  dale  of  expiry  being  the 
22nd  ultimo. 

This  privilege  has  been  of  benefit  not  only  to  the 
Company  in  question,  but  is  working  out  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  local  timber  merchants,  as  it 
enables  a  large  quantity  of  low-grade  cedar  to  be 
taken  from  the  booms  which  is  not  in  demand 
locally,  and  such  action  also  encourages  the  logging 
of  a  good  deal  of  timber  that  would  otherwise  be 
unmerchantable. 

The  applicant  has  applied  for  a  renewal  permit, 
the  intention  being  to  export  low-grade  cedar  logs 
only  to  the  Japanese  market.

B.M.  on  logs  grading  No.  1,  $2.50  per  thousand 
feet  B.M.  on  logs  grading  No.  2,  and  $2  per  thou¬ 
sand  feet  B.M.  on  logs  grading  No.  3,  these  rates 
being  in  excess  of  those  charged  under  the  regula¬ 
tions  governing  the  disposal  of  timber  cut  from 
licence  berths  on  Dominion  Lands,  the  operations 
to  be  subject  to  such  conditions  as  he  may  deter¬ 
mine  and  the  mills  in  the  district  to  be  first  given 
an  opportunity  of  acquiring  any  portion  of  the  cut 
that  may  be  required  for  manufacturing  locally.

HEREAS  by  an  Order  in  Council,  dated  tbe 
26th  April,  1922,  P.C. 868,  section  34  of  the 
regulations  governing  the  disposal  of  the  petroleum 
and  natural  gas  rights,  the  property  of  the  Crown  in 
the  Western  Provinces  and  Yukon  Territory,  ap¬ 
proved  by  Order  in  Council,  dated  the  19th  Janu¬ 
ary,  1914,  and  amended  by  subsequent  Orders  in 
Council,  was  amended  to  provide  that  no  well  for 
the  discovery  of  petroleum  and  natural  gas  shall  be 
bored  or  drilled  within  two  hundred  feet  of  any  of 
the  boundaries  of  the  location  described  in  the  lease, 
except  in  accordance  with  regulations  duly  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Minister. 

And  whereas  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  reports 
that  the  location  comprised  in  a  petroleum  and 
nautral  gas  lease  may  include  parcels  of  land  on 
either  side  of  a  road  allowance  or  roadway,  and  in 
order  to  prevent  wells  being  drilled  adjacent  to  a 
road  allowance  or  roadway  to  the  annoyance  of  the 
public,  it  is  considered  that  the  regulations  should 
be  amended. 

Therefore,  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General 
in  Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior,  is  pleased  to  order  that  said  sec¬ 
tion  34  of  the  above-mentioned  regulations  be  and 
it  is  hereby  further  amended  by  the  insertion,  after 
the  word  “  lease  ”  of  the  words  “  or  of  any  road  al¬ 
lowance  or  surveyed  roadway  which  intersects  the 
location.”
